Vermont and Maine will hold elec- 
tions in September, and Ohio, Indi- 
ana.

West 
Virginia and 


Georgia in October.

The Agricultural Keport says the 


returns indicate that the crop of 
1876 will be one of the largest ever 
grown in tho country.

The tobacco yield will be 
thirty per cent over last year, while 
the fruit crop will prove almost a 
failure.

Ho has too much 
sense for that.

John Belcher, convicted in the 


District Court of Storey county for 
the crime of rape upon n girl of six 
years has been sentenced to the State 
Prison for 21 years. Judge Rising, 
before passing sentence, refcried iu 
the severest terms to the revolting 
crime, made more escocinlly so by 
the tender years of the victim—a 
child of six years, and concluded by 
sentencing the prisoner to 21 years 
in the Penitentiary. The senionco is 
none to severe, aiul if it was possible, 
under the law, to inflict one that 
would have been a worse punishment 
we should 
cheerfully 
endorse it.

The Presidential contest will not 


be u close aa many believe. We have 
made a oarefnl summary of the rela- 
tives strength of the parties by 
States, which shows that the Repub- 
licans will havd 63 more electoral 
Totea than Trill be necessary not- 
withstanding we have given the 
Democrats more than ire think it 
possible for them to attain. There 
are now 366 votes in the Electoral 
College, of which 184 conatitnte a 
majority. If Colorado is admitted 
into the Union in season to partici- 
pate in the Presidential election the 
college will be increased to 369, of 
which it will take 185 to make a ma- 
jority.
